years to complete, Nova 
Scotia has the third lowest 
suicide rate in Canada. 

Young said there have 
been increases in funding 
for suicide prevention 
since 2004 and the 
province also started the 
Nova Scotia Strategic 
Framework to Address Sui¬ 
cide in 2006. While pleased 
with their report, they ac¬ 
knowledged more informa¬ 
tion is needed about the de¬ 
mographic of those who 
have committed suicide.

Police say at 4:21 p.m. 
Tuesday they were called to 
the facility by jail guards 
who claimed a lawyer gave 
a package containing drugs 
to an inmate. Members of 
the integrated drug unit 
then investigated and HRP 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said this led to the 
determination the package 
contained a controlled sub¬ 
stance. Palmeter said the 
substance was a “prescrip¬ 
tion narcotic” and the 
lawyer was later arrested. 

“We allege a quantity of 
the controlled substance 
entered into the facility 
with the lawyer and during 
the course of a meeting was 
passed over to the inmate,” 
Palmeter said.

MacDonald also ques¬ 
tioned why several state¬ 
ments yelled by Hyde, such 
as “I’m sorry” and “What 
are you doing?” were not 
in Coombs’ notes. He sug¬ 
gested in court she was 
covering for her coworlc- 
ers. 

“I suggested the reason 
those statements that we 
all heard Mr. Hyde say on 


the video were not found 
in her notes or in the po¬ 
lice statement is that it 
would not reflect very well 
on Ms. Coombs’ col¬ 
leagues,” he told reporters.

HEALTH The IWK Health 
Centre’s delay in using 
midwives to facilitate 
homebirths is unnecessary 
and limits expectant moth¬ 
ers’ right to choose where 
they give birth, activists 
said yesterday. 

The IWK was chosen as 
one of three sites in Nova 
Scotia to integrate mid¬ 
wifery into its primary ma¬ 
ternity care team after the 
Midwifery Act passed 
March 18. The IWK hired 
four midwives who are in¬ 
volved in the steps leading 
up to birth, but not the 
birth itself. Last week, a 
hospital press release said 


the IWK homebirth policy 
“will be approved in the 
coming months.” 

“We were told in March 
that homebirths would be 
available within two weeks 
after the midwives were 
hired. Then we were told it 
would be a few more 
weeks, and (now) it will be 
many months. Well, that 
will be too late for many 
women and their families,” 
said Christine Saulnier, co¬ 
chair of the Midwifery 
Coalition of Nova Scotia. 


“This is a waste of time 
and energy for everyone in¬ 
volved — pregnant 
women, midwives and the 
IWK. This causes tensions 
and produces adversarial 
relations instead of collab¬ 
orative ones,” added Erin 
Hemmens, co-chair of the 
coalition. 

She argued the Mid¬ 
wifery Regulatory Coun¬ 
cil’s homebirth policy 
could simply be incorporat¬ 
ed by the IWK, “something 
that would not take this 


long.” 

“Homebirth has been 
proven safe when a woman 
who fits the screening cri¬ 
teria is attended by a regu¬ 
lated, skilled midwife,” she 
said. 

Jocelyn Vine, vice-presi¬ 
dent of patient care at the 
IWK, said it takes time to 
implement such a big proj¬ 
ect. 

“We’ve made remark¬ 
able progress in the last 
three months,” she said. 

The hospital is working 
with midwives to make 
sure a safe program is put 
in place as quickly as possi¬ 
ble, she added. She 
couldn’t offer a set date 
when the homebirthing 
program would be fully 
rolled out.

Khadr had ‘eyes of a child’: Report 

Federal watchdog concludes CSIS should have considered age, abuse allegations

Canada’s spy service 
should have considered 
Omar Khadr’s age and the 
widespread allegations of 
abuse before 

interrogating him in 2003, 
concludes an investigation 
by an Ottawa watchdog 
agency. 

The Security Intelligence 
Review Committee report 
also revealed for the first 
time details from a CSIS 
post-interrogation report 
that said Khadr viewed al 
Qaida “through the eyes of 
a child” who didn’t know 
about his father’s activities 
as a terrorist financier (ac¬ 
cording to the UN) because 
“he was out playing or sim¬ 
ply not interested.” 

Released as Khadr ap¬ 
peared before a military 
commission in Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, the re¬ 
port is the latest indictment 
in Canada’s treatment of 
the Toronto-born captive. 

Khadr was 15 when he 
was shot and captured in 
Afghanistan following a 
firelight with U.S. Special

• The UN listed Khadr's fa¬ 
ther as a terrorist financier. 
Pakistani forces killed 
Ahmed Said Khadr in Octo¬ 
ber 2003, but one of the 
reasons CSIS was eager to 
talk to Khadr was to gather 
intelligence on his father's 
whereabouts. 

Forces and has now spent 
more than a third of his life 
in U.S. custody. He is 
charged with five war 
crimes, including murder 
for the death of U.S. Delta 
Force soldier Christopher 
Speer.

Obama prods Congress 
on U.S. health care bill 


Saying it was “time to get 
this done,” U.S. President 
Barack Obama pressed 
yesterday for swift 
congressional action on 
health care after a Senate 
panel approved a bill to 
overhaul the $2.5-trillion 
industry. 

Panels led by his Demo¬ 
cratic Party have stepped up 
activity on legislation that 
would meet Obama’s goal 
of guaranteeing all Ameri¬

care coverage, 
but they re¬ 
main far from 
resolving the 
thorniest is¬ 
sue — how to 
come up with 
about $1 tril¬ 
lion over 10 
years in new taxes or sav¬ 
ings to pay for it. The first of 
five congressional panels to 
act, the Senate health com¬ 
mittee approved on a 13-10 
vote legislation that would 
set up a government-run in¬ 
surance program to com¬ 
pete with private insurers. 

Obama praised the pan¬ 
el’s action, but appealed to 
Americans to get involved,

saying at the White House, 
“It’s time for us to buck up 
Congress, this administra¬ 
tion, the entire federal gov¬ 
ernment, to be clear that 
we’ve got to get this done.” 

The Senate bill would re¬ 
quire most Americans to 
obtain health insur¬ 
ance and require 
employers of 
more than 25 
workers to 
provide cover¬ 
age or face a 
$750 per 
worker 
penalty. In¬ 
surers could 
no longer bar 
people with 
pre-existing 
conditions. 

Most Ameri¬ 
cans have health 
insurance that is 
partially paid by 
their employers, but 
an estimated 46 mil- ^ 
lion have no coverage. In¬ 
surers oppose the govern¬ 
ment-run health plan and 
say it would not lead to low¬ 
er costs for consumers. 

The National Federation

bar.” Approaching someone 
increases adrenaline, confi¬ 
dence and triggers a host of 
other physiological and psy¬ 
chological reactions the per¬ 
son being approached does 
not share. 

Don’t let this study deter 
you from chatting up the 
dreamy dreamboat of your 
dreams, however. As The 
Great One once said: “You 
miss 100 per cent of the 
shots you don’t take.” But 
maybe the next time you’re 
interested in someone, you 
can beckon them over, seat¬ 
ed comfortably at your table 
all the while.

First Nations and economic independence 



The importance of economic 
independence for First Na¬ 
tions starts with a basic 
proposition: Individual band 
members must be provided 
an opportunity to provide 
for their families through 
self generated income, not 
be forever dependent on un¬ 
derfunded federal grant pro¬ 
grams. 

What good will it be if a 
First Nation receives wealth 
from oil and gas money, casi¬ 
no money or government 
transfer payments, or a one¬ 
time multimillion-dollar 
land claim settlement if a 
majority of their people re¬ 
main on welfare? 

A band does not owe its 
membership dependency on 
welfare programs but rather 
it owes them an opportunity 
to become economically in¬ 
dependent through employ¬ 


ment and business develop¬ 
ment. 

The success of a First Na¬ 
tion community within the 
Canadian economic frame¬ 
work cannot be attained un¬ 
til there are equal chances 
for First Nations to be edu¬ 
cated and provided with an 
opportunity to put their 
training to work. Nothing 
rips a nation state apart 
more and causes dependen¬ 
cy than an unemployed pop¬ 
ulation. The idleness of un¬ 
employment is a major sick¬ 
ness in most First Nation 
communities. 

The enemy to First Na¬ 
tions truly participating in 
the Canadian economy is the 
perpetuation of the attitude 
that the First Nation prob¬ 
lem can be solved through 
social expenditures. The cur¬ 
rent 100-year-old failed gov¬ 
ernment formula of 96 per 
cent social spending versus 
four per cent for business in¬ 
vestment has left most First 
Nations with an unemploy¬ 
ment rate that far exceeds

the Great Depression. 

An employment economy 
creates a healthier popula¬ 
tion than handouts. As one 
past national chief said, “A 
healthy person is a working 
person.” Many native youth 
are being slowly destroyed 
by the absence of real em¬ 
ployment opportunities. Of¬ 
fering youth a welfare 
cheque leads to a sense of 
hopelessness and a lazy atti¬ 
tude. 

When an individual gains 
economic independence, 
just as when a First Nation 
gains economic independ¬ 
ence, then good health in a 
holistic lifestyle becomes 
possible. 

The Assembly of First Na¬ 
tions is one of many venues 
in which we must present a 
united front to Canadians 
and the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to organize economic 
opportunities for First Na¬ 


tions. The AFN’s role should 
not be to “complain” about 
our situation, but to “pro¬ 
claim” our intention to de¬ 
velop our resources, seek out 
joint ventures and strength¬ 
en our economy so we can 
manage our own future and 
reclaim our inherent right as 
First Nations to fully partici¬ 
pate in the economic devel¬ 
opment of our traditional 
territories. 

I have said it many times, 
“There is no dignity in a wel¬ 
fare line” and the very best 
social program is a decent 
self-supporting job. 

We ask business leaders 
and entrepreneurs, corpo¬ 
rate Canada and their 
bankers to work with us to 
ensure that a decade from 
now self generated income 
for First Nations in Canada 
has outpaced the welfare 
dollars sadly provided to 
First Nations.

Colombia calls off hunt 
for drug lord's hippo 



Colombia has called off the 
hunt to kill a drug lord’s es¬ 
caped hippo and will in¬ 
stead try to relocate the 
beast after its mate was shot 
dead by order of the govern¬ 
ment, sparking outrage 
from animal rights groups. 

The giant animals were 
imported from Africa by 
late cocaine king Pablo Es¬ 
cobar and put in his zoo. 
They escaped in 2006 to live 
in the wild near the Mag¬ 
dalena river in northern 
Colombia, causing concerns 
about local public safety.

and her calf. 

“We have accepted 
Bavaria’s offer. The hunt is 
off,” a spokeswoman for 
Colombia’s Environment 
Ministry told Reuters yester¬ 
day.

Ashton Bernard wasn’t 
ranked for June’s NHL draft 
and didn’t even bother to 
follow it on the Internet.

I had 
to hang up and call my par- 



er from Eskasoni to be 
drafted. He is proud to fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of his 
role model, Atlanta Thrash¬ 
ers draftee Chad Den¬ 
ny, and hopes he 
can inspire First 
Nations youth 
to do the same.

Wild Blueberry Harvest 
Festival (wildblueber- 
ryfest.com), folks enjoy 
all things blue, at events 
ranging from pancake 
breakfasts to a pie-eating 
contest. 

So what’s all the cele¬ 
brating about? Well, as 
the First Nations peo- 
; pies knew, this in- 
1 credible fruit has 
lot to offer, 
enjoyed both fresh 
and dried berries 
and also used them 
medicinally, to tr 
coughs and as 
ant during childbirth. 
Sometimes they even 
crushed them to create a 
dye. Blueberries helped 
see native and settler 
aiike through tough win¬ 
ters. In 1615, Samuel de 
Champlain sampled a 


ding of blueberries, corn- 
meal and honey called 
sautauthig, and during 
the American Civil War, 
Yankee troops were sup¬ 
plied with canned wild 
blueberries. 

Not all blueberries are 
created equal. The wild 
version is smaller, sweet¬ 
er and more flavourful 
than its cultivated 
cousin, and also has al¬ 
most twice as much an¬ 
tioxidant capacity — the 
ability to protect cells 
from damage. And 
with every study, 
there’s more good 
news. Early evi¬ 
dence suggests blue¬ 
berries are a powerful 
anti-inflammatoiy, 


and ben 
eficial 
for 


heart, brain and urinary 
tract health. 

For many East Coast' 
families, managing 
and harvesting wild 
blueberry patches 
has been a treas¬ 
ured — albeit 
back-breaking 
way of life for gener¬ 
ations.

But this 
couple was not married 
and didn’t own the house 
together. 

The rights and responsi¬ 
bilities of common law 
partners are often 
overlooked, and not con¬ 
sidered as seriously as 
those of married couples. 
If you own your home, but 
allow someone to live with 
you as common law, you 
must carefully consider 
what you are entering in¬ 
to. A common law 
relationship exists when 
two people, who are not 
married, live together in a 
marriage-lilce relationship. 

While Nova Scotia laws 
dictate the rights of mar¬ 
ried couples, the rights of 
common law couples are 
not as clearly defined. 
Ironically, some people se¬ 
lect common law living to 
avoid the legal complica¬ 
tions of marriage. Howev¬ 
er, living as common law 
has proven to be more 
complex, especially if 
there is no agreement on 
key issues. 

For example, if a person 
who owns a house dies 
without a will, their com¬ 
mon law partner may not 
have any entitlement to 
the property or the 
proceeds if it is sold. Con¬ 
versely, while your inten¬ 
tions may be to leave your 
home to a family member, 
your common law spouse 
may have a claim against 
your estate depending on 
the circumstances. 

To best protect yourself, 
you can set out the terms 
of your relationship in a 
cohabitation agreement. 
This document formalizes 
the interests and 
intentions of common law 
spouses. While the agree¬ 
ment can address numer¬ 
ous legal issues, it should 
explicitly establish how 
property and debts will be 
divided if the relationship 
ends. 

Cohabitation 

agreements can be created 
before a couple starts liv¬ 
ing together or at any time 
during the relationship. 
Each spouse should get le¬ 
gal advice before the 
agreement is signed.

S ummertime is fi¬ 
nally, gloriously, 
upon us, so now is 
the time to luxuri¬ 
ate in its lazy, casu¬ 
al vibe. 

Walk around barefoot, 
put on your skimpiest 
clothing, barbecue to your 
heart’s content, and dine 
or linger outdoors. 

To maximize your enjoy¬ 
ment of the season, you’ll 
want to blur the line be¬ 
tween outdoors and in¬ 
doors. You’ll want to push 
normal “inside” activities 
outdoors with things like 
the traditional screened 
porch, and dining on the 
patio. But you’ll also want 
to bring that luscious sum¬ 
mery light indoors. 

For me, summer with its 
relaxed emphasis on en¬ 
joying the season, and the 
lack of any sense of for¬ 


mality and fussiness, is a 
state of mind to be envied 
and sought after. One way 
to try to create that air of 
relaxation and easy living 
inside is to create an at¬ 
mosphere that empha¬ 
sizes comfort and infor¬ 
mality inside the house. 

Some people call bring¬ 
ing this feeling into the 
home the “cottage” look, 
but you can certainly cre¬ 
ate this look and feel, and 
keep it as a year-round 
style of decor, with a few 
accent changes to relate to 
the time of year. With cot¬ 
tage style, there’s a lot of 
latitude. 

Cottage style can take 
any number of themes, 
but whichever theme you 
opt for, there are some ba¬ 
sics. The “cottage” look is 
above all, airy and light, 
casual and easy. It means 
you are bringing the re¬ 
laxed feel of the summer¬ 
time inside, and keeping 
it there throughout the 
year. It involves light 
colours, airy spaces that 
allow light and air to flow, 
and fabric finishes usually 
in toile, chintz, floral or 
plain fabric.

At its heart, cottage style 
relates to how you enjoy 
your summer, and where 
you live or spend your 
summers. For some of us, 
it is the sea or a large lake, 
with its blues and moody 
greys that best represents 
summer. Finds from the 
shore, such as shells and 
driftwood, lobster trap 
pieces, and polished 
stones or glass can look 
wonderful as accents. As 
the seasons change, you 
may substitute more sea¬ 
sonal accents, but the 
colours and themes re¬ 
main. 

For many of us across 


the country, summertime 
means heading up north 
to a rustic cottage beside a 
quiet misty lake, complete 
with canoe paddles 
mounted in an X-pattern 
over the fireplace. Cheesy 
as it may sound, this look 
works well in cottage 
country. But it can work in 
an urban space amazingly 
well — set aside the 
cheese factor, but stick 
with the rough-hewn 
wood and twig accents, 
and use earth tones.

hile rid¬ 
ing our 
roller¬ 
coaster 
econo¬ 
my has made many wine afi¬ 
cionados queasy enough to 
turn to inexpensive juice from 
North and South America; the 
lone Old World country that 
seems to be keeping its cus¬ 
tomer base on track is Italy. 

Much of Italy's success 
comes from its ability to be 
just about everything to 
everybody. It's a long country 
with twenty different regions 
and three distinctive climate 
zones, which allows it to pro¬ 
duce a wide variety of wines 
that are — for the most part 
— very consistent and ex¬ 
tremely approachable right 
out of the bottle. 

Italian grapes and geogra¬ 
phy have become synony¬ 
mous with wine culture. I 
mean, even a diehard rum 
drinker has heard of Tus¬ 
cany's Chianti region. That fa¬ 
miliarity has made rich, plum¬ 
my wines like Frescobaldi's 
2005 Nipozzano Chianti Rufi¬ 
na Riserva ($21.75 - $ 27 - 95 ) 
modern classics. 

Though Pinot Grigiois now 
grown just about every¬ 
where, Santa Margherita's 
2007 Pinot Grigio ($16.95 -

Pork Fillet with Apple 
Mustard Sauce 

SERVES 4 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 3/4 cup (175 ml) chicken 
stock 

• 1 1/3 lb (600 g) pork fillet 

• 2 small dessert apples 

• 4 scallions 

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

• 1 sprig of fresh thyme 

• 3 tbsp (45 ml) 
wholegrain mustard 

• Salt and black pepper 

• 5 tbsp (75 ml) heavy 
cream 

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) Calvados 
or brandy 

Garnish: 

• 4 sprigs of thyme 

METHOD: 

Put chicken stock on to 
warm through. Trim off fat 
and tissue from pork fillet, 
then cut into 1/2 in. (1 cm) 
slices. 


Rinse, quarter, core and 
slice apples, and rinse, 
trim and chop scallions. 
Set aside. 

Heat oil in large flying 
pan, add pork fillet slices 
and fry over high heat 1 
minute per side or until 
meat is very lightly 
browned. 

Stir flour into pan and 
cook 2 minutes, stirring.

Continue cooking over 
moderate heat 4 minutes, 
or until pork is cooked 
through. 

Stir cream into sauce, 
then simmer gently 2 min¬ 
utes. Pour in Calvados or 
brandy, increase heat 
slightly and cook gently 2 
minutes, then transfer on¬ 
to four individual plates to

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 375 F 
(190 C). Grease 8 in. (20 cm) 
round non-stick cake pan 
with a little of the butter 
and line base with baking 
paper. 

Using an electric whisk, 
cream remaining butter 
and sugar in bowl, until 
light and fluffy. Beat in 
eggs, one at time, then fold 
in flour. Add raisins and 


milk and mix. Spread mix¬ 
ture in pan. Bake cake in 
centre of oven 15-20 min¬ 
utes, until is well risen, 
firm and golden. 

For spiced butter top¬ 
ping, put butter into mix¬ 
ing bowl with brown sugar 
and cinnamon and mash 
together.
